'Wine and beer have been the mild beverages, 
and in many countries, including our own, what are comnton- 
ly known as "hard liquors" have been in common use, and 
still arc outside of the United Slates, .wJuchJlils.elected o 
make itself a dry nation by means of law. .,The law wcm into 
effect July I, and whal the future has in store remains to be 
seen.

The present law is a war measure to remain in lorce un u 


the demobilization of the American troops. When demobili- 
zation is declared the ban will be lifted automatically and Hie 
liquor business will be at liberty, to resume its old-time pace 
until the -|6th of next January, at which time constitutional 
prohibition goes into ell'ecl. 
. 


Whether national prohibition is advisable or not and 


whether it will be permanent or not time must disclose. 
We 


only know that it is here and that il is clearly a product of the 
war. 
The Prohibitionists, who had worked unsuccessfully 


for many years to bring about the condition that now obtains, 
saw tlk'ir opportunity in'the conditions created by the war 
and seized it, to that extent proving themselves shrewd poll- 
ficiiius. 


And now the country is under prohibition. 
Aside from 


attempts here and there to dispense drinks which are claimed 
to be non-intoxicating, the saloons and liquor stores arc 
closed and such of the people as have nol laid in stocks against 
the drbulh must go dry, for I he time being at least. There 
may be a change before next January, but the "open season 
will be brief al the besl :uiiless some way is found to nullify 
jhe amendment which'makes prolu'bition a permanent law of 
the land.
